BEEN POISONED^ BY LEAVES "- 
FROM SPRAYED TREES 


One. of the deer at Fort Hill parK( 
mother 
of. the two recent arrivals, 


died this forenoon in the paddock at-* 
ter.severe illness that had all tha 
symptoms of poisoning. The veteri- 
nary surgeon, viho was called to treat 
the animal, thought she- might, bs.siifr 
t'erlnf from acute indigestion, while, 
the superintendent o£ parks as jvell as 
a couple ot Lowell men, who have had 
considerable experience with deer, be- 
lieve she was poisoned 
with leaves 


sprayed -with lead arsenate. 


The sick doe was found this mornJi 


Ing at 6.30 o'clock by John W. Kernan, 
superintendent of parks, who makes a 
dally visit to the park in the early, r 
morning. He noticed on .visiting the 
deer this morning that although the. 
other deer In the enclosure were rrin- - 
ning around, and seemed to .be enjoy- - 
ing the best .of health,-the :mother doe. 
was by herself and hardly able to 
stand. Thinking there was some thins 
wrong, Mr. Kernan called upon Jaroaa 
F. Owens and William Burbeck, both 
of whom have had considerable expe- 
rience in deer hunting, and after both 
had viewed the animal, they expressed 
an opinion that the doe had been pois- 
oned. 
" 


Dr. W. B. AVentzell, -a veterinary, 


surgeon, was summoned in haste and 
after a tiuick examination ha felt that 
the animal .was suffering from acute 
indigestion. With the assistance 
of 


Richard McNulty, who Is in charge o£ 
the deer. Richard O'Brie_n and Alfred 
Skinner, he gave the-animal first aid. 
He applied various injections and had 
the doe removed to another part'of ths 
enclosure. The doctor said: he 
en- 


countered very little difficult}-in hand- 
ling tho animal, for she could hardly 
move. It was pathetic to watch tha 
movements of the other (Jeer while the 
doctor was tr=ating the 
sick 
doe. 


They kept around the men and were 
endeavoring in every way to see what 
was going on, and it was with consid- 
erable difficulty that the men succeed- 
ed in driving them away. Only, tha 
mother's offspring seemed to be un- 
concerned. 


Mr. Kernan's belief that the.animal 
was poisoned, is due to Ihe fact that 
tho bushes close to the enclosure have 
been sprayed with.lead arsenate and 
that some of the bushes have 
Dean 


stripped of their.leaves. He believes 
that despita the warnings not to feed 
the animals, which aro very conspicu- 
ous about the enclosure, someone un- 
wittingly fed the doe with poisoned 
leaves. The- dead doe was tho best of 
the family. H«r purchase prico'.was 
{50.Mr. Kernan takes this opportunity 
to warn the public 
that 
anybody 


caught in the act of feeding the deer, 
will be prosecuted to the full extent 
of 
the law. The park department 


looks after the proper feeding of the 
deer and the public ts requested not 
to feed the animals through the fence 
and not to throw anything inside that 
might ba eaten by the deer.

LONDON.'July 10, 3.05 p. m.—Brit-

"Yesterday afternoon, as already re- 


ported, two more Gorman counter at- 
tacks in mass against our positions in 
the wood were crushed by our artil- 
lery. 


Again last evening the enemy bom- 


barded the wood with all natures of 
armaments and launched two strong 
attacks, against it from the east and 
southeast. The first of 
these 
was 


completely repulsed. The second suc- 
ceeded In penetrating the southern end 
of the -wood but the Germans were al 
once ejected with heavy loss.

continues, 


"Premier Asquith has invited MacKin- 
non Wood to his former post of finan- 
cial secretary. 
"Mr.. Asquith has invited Lord Cur- 
on to become a permanent member 
f tho war committee." 
The ministerial appointments com- 
lete-the reconstruction of the cabl- 
et necessitated by the recent Irish 
risis. the death of Lord Kitchener 
nd the resignation of the Earl of Sel- 
>orne from the presidency of theboard 
f agriculture over the Irish difficulty.

' The present year has smafhefl T.ovr- 
ell's record for 
employment certifi- 


cates all to pieces, the 
total 
number 


issued thus far being 710. This num- 
ber includes 438 employment certifi- 
cates to children between 14 and 16 
years of age who have never worked 
before 
and 
272 educational 
certifi- 


cates to 272 minors between the ages 
of 16 and 21. None of the 710 appli- 
cants hart ever worked before and At- 
tendance Officer Thornton allows that 
few cities in the country will show a 
greater demand for certificates. There 
is no other year, he said, 
that com- 


pares at all with the present. 
The School Census 
: According to a law "recently passed 
}>y the legislature, there will 
be 
no 


census taken of the school children in 
September, as has been the custom In 
former years. 
The new law provides 


that the census shall be taken in April 
Instead of September. 
The new law 
is meant to cover the private as well 
as the public 
schools and provides 


that the supervisory officers of all pri- 
vate 
schools 
in 
the 
common 


wealth, shall, within 30 days of 
the 


enrollment or registration of any pu- 
pil of compulsory school age, report 
the-name, age and residence of 
said 


pupil to the superintendent of schools, 
and whenever such a pupil withdraws 
from a. private school, the supervisory 
officer shall, within 1C days, notify the 
superintendent of schools. 
Vacation' Employment 
.. There's another new 
law that 
is 


quite Important and of much interest 
to-employment seekers. 
It has to do 


with the employment of certain min- 


ors in tTte Fun-iuicr Si'SoYi. 
Heretofore 


it was not allowable to employ chil- 
dren who were over 14 but under 16 
years of age and who did not possess 
ability to read, write and spell tho 
English language, at any time of the 
year, or at any stage of the game, 
but the law has been amended to read 
that they may bo granted an employ- 
ment certificate good for the summer 
vacation. 


Attendance Officer Thornton
